There was the 
same prevocative smell of sawdust 
and the exciting, vibrant atmos- 
phere of the circus as we know it.

There was a magician who made 
everyone but the audience dis- 
appeai and the shrieks of laughter 
which rang out from the crowded 
arena were the same shrieks one 
would hear in Stamford, Connecti- 
cut, or Orlando, Florida, or Port- 
land, Oregon, when the circus 
comes to town, There wasn't an 
empty seat in the huge stadium,

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It Won’t Happen 

The beef scarcity in some parts of the 
Dominion shows no signs of easement. And 
as it is a matter of honor to spare pork for 
Britain, the beef scarcity amounts to a 
meat scarcity. 

To relieve the situation the prices of 
beef are to be officially raised, high as they 
are at present. If this does not relieve the 
shortage, official notice is given that beef 
rationing will be applied. 

The price-increase may mend matters, 
because the scarcity is of beef, not of beef 
cattle. The cattle supply is said to be suf- 
ficient, but farmers are holding back light 
cattle because they will bring larger re- 
turns when they put on more weight. The 
higher price may start a heavier movement 
to the processing plants. 

Should this fail and rationing be ap- 
plied, two results would be in view, The 
beef demand would be limited, and the sup- 
plies distributed evenly. Export is control- 

‘led, with compensation to the grower for 
export cattle diverted to the home market. 
With a sufficiency of stock in the country, 
there is no reason to suppose anything so 
strange as a beef famine in Canada will de- 
velop.

Speaking at Hamilton, Mr. G. W. Spin- 
ney, chairman of the National War r'in- 
ance Committee, took occasion to dispose 
of two rumors which apparently have 
gained wider credence than native Canad- 
ian common sense should permit. 

One of these is the glib prediction that 
the rate of wartime taxation has come to 
stay, and that in post-war years we shall 
have to pay as heavily as we are now pay- 
ing. That of course could only come about 
if the carrying charges on the war debt 
should become as heavy as the cost of 
carrying on the war, less the cost of re- 
habilitation programs in peace time. How 
little that situation is likely to arise any 
person should see by a moment's reflection. 
The carrying charges on the forthcoming 
loan of $750,000,000 will be about $25,000,- 
000 per year. The cost of carrying on the 
war this year is around $3,900,000,000, At 
this rate of going it would take fifteen 
years of war to make the future interest on 
the war debt equa! to the present cost of 
the war-—even if every dollar of war 
money were borrowed. As less than half 
is being borrowed, the absurdity of the 
notion that taxes cannot come down is 
apparent. 

The other rumor—it has been heard in 
“dmonton—is that war bonds are to be 
made non-saleable, the original buyer be- 
ing compelled to hold them until maturity. 
Outside tbe lunatic asylums there cannot 
be enough men in Canada to make up a 
cabinet who would propose such a mea- 
sure, Those who buy bonds will be allowed 
to re-sell them, as they have aiways been 
allowed to do, That can be taken as certain. 
Loans could not be floated on any other 
basis, in anything like the amounts needed. 

These rumors may have originated in 
someone's super-heated imagination. They 
may have been set going by enemy sym- 
pathizers who want to hamper the floating 
of the new loan, Wherever they were born 
thy are obviously foolish, and obviously 
dangerous if any serious attention were 
paid to them. They should be “spiked” 
promptly whenever they are heard. 

Taxes will come down when the war 
ends, And Dominion bonds will continue to 
be saleable in the open market as usual. 
Any suggestion to the contrary is an 
alarmist’s nightmare or a traitor’s tale.

We Will Remember 


The shackling of Canadian prisoners of 
war in Germany may be only a new ex- 
pression of sheer Nazi malevolence, It may 
be a disguised precaution, taken in fear 
that the prisoners might try to escape, or 
to lessen the number of guards required 
to watch them, The one excuse that 1s self- 
evidently untrue is the one given by the 
Berlin radio—that this humiliation is im- 
posed upon our men in reprisal for similar 
mistreatment accorded to Germans who 
were taken prisoner in the raid on the is- 
land of Sark, 

This charge was denied by the British 
authorities, but Berlin refused to accept 
the denial and proceeded to carry out the 
“reprisal” threat. If the German officials 
really doubted the British denial they had 
ready-made means to find out the facts. 
Ail they had to do was ask a neutral coun- 
try to have its consular representatives 
interview the German prisoners, This pro- 
cedure is provided for in a pre-war con- 
vention to which Britain subscribed, and 
it is provided that the interviewing may be 
done with only the neutral consul and the 
prisoner present, ' 

Instead—for whatever reason—the 
German authorities preferred to reject the 
denial off-hand, repeat the charge, and im- 
pose the expressly forbidden indignity 
upon Canadians who were captured at 
Dieppe. The. plain inference is that they 
did not care whether their charge was true 
or false, and only made it as an excuse for 
insulting men whose valor they had 
praised the day after the raid. 

Whatever the purpose—if there was 
any purpose other than glutting an im- 
pulse to barbarism—another clear breach 
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of international law has thus been added to 
the record of Nazi crimes. Not only the 
unwritten law that has been built up by 
custom among civilized peoples, but the 
specific terms of an international agree- 
ment to which the name of Germany was 
affixed. Canadians are in particular there- 
by given another reason to put all they 
have and are into the job of smashing Hit- 
lerism. 


For us Dieppe now has a new signifi- 
cance, not unlike that which Pearl Harbor 
has for the people of the United States. 
Canadians, in the fighting forces, in the 
munitions plants, and in the places where 
war bonds are sold, will not forget the 
wholly illegal and wholly gratuitous insult 
that has been given to our men in German 
prison camps.

They got out because 
they had to. Their withdrawal, like the re- 
treat in New Guinea, is a definite reverse, 
and a clear victory for the Allies.

The Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration has prepared a “Handbook 
for Announcers” setting forth Eng- 
lish as she should be spoke in Can- 
ada, The introduction is written by 

Major Gladstone Murray himself 

and makes clear right off the bat 

that this is not merely a collection | 
of professorial rules of speech but 

a broad-minded handbook for the 

guidance of all who care to read 

it. 
Major Murray says the first re-' 


quisite for good radio speech is 
that “it must be readily and com- 
pletely intelligible to all listeners.” 
Second, it should be free from local 
dialect. Third, it must be cleanly 
articulated, free from slovenliness 
or affected precision. 

As to the manner of broadcast- 
ing, Major Murray suggests the ju- 
dicious use of the pause rather than} 
shouting and declamation; “a 
breathless and hurrying style is to 
be avoided, an occasional well- 


timed silence is welcome to the 
listener's ears.” 

Pronunciation 

The matter of pronunciation is 


not one that the CBC desires to be 
crotchety about. It uses both the 
Oxford and the Webster dictionary 


and makes a low bow to popular 
usage wherever it is widely accept- 
ed. Language is a growing and 


changing thing, says the CBC, and 
cannot be fixed like a table of 


weights and measures.

It is certainly ironic that in the 
years we treated social disease 
as a moral problem disease flour- 
ished.

British Drive 
Enlists Women 
War Services 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—(CP)—Brit- 
rapidly approaching the limit 
mobilization for the services 
war industries, has launched 
of the greatest recruiting 
drives-of the war for women to} 
don uniform. 

A joint campaign has been put 
in motion by the three women's 
services, the Women’s Auxiliary 
Air Force, the Auxiliary Terri- 
torial Service and the Women's 
| Royal Naval Service. A_ special 
| appeal was addressed to married 
women, including childless wives 
of servicemen, exempt from com- 
pulsory service. 

Before the year-end at least 
500,000 women are needed for the 
}services and full-time factory} 
work. And this is in addition to 
1,000,000 part-time workers called} 
|for by G. H. Ince, Ministry of 
Labor Director-General of Man- 
power. The most urgent demand, 
however, is from the services, | 

Disposition of manpower and 
| womenpower is a state secret, but 
it is known that of a total popu- 
lation of 33,000,000 between the 
ages of 14 and 64, more than 23,-/ 
000,000 are in the forces, civil de-| 
fence or industry.

The number of women 
clerks and typists in stores. estate 
offices and accountant offices will 
be reduced, 

Conscription for the women’s ser 
vices has been applied only to girls | 
between 20 and 22 although the age 
groups up to 30 have been register- 
ed. The bulk of the forces has been 
made up by volunteers. No further | 
exemptions will be granted for the 
conscripted groups and women en- 
gaged on productive work will be 
permitted to volunteer with their | 
employer's consent 

The current appeal to married 
women and childless wives of ser- 
vicemen followed shelving of a 
recommendation that the govern- 
ment apply conscription to the 
“pool of the childless wives” be- 
cause of difficulties involved. 

“At all costs we want to avoid 
conscription for the servicemen’s 
wife.” explained a ministry of labor 
official. “But we must have the re- | 
cruits. We hope they will volunteer 
when they realize how urgently 
they are needed—and when the 
threatened domestic reprisals from 
their husbands have been removed.” 

One of the biggest barriers has 
been the prejudice of the men 
against their wives also getting into | 
uniform. The government plans to 
convince the men by talks that their 
wives would be doing the best thing | 
possible to win the war if they 
joined up

should make advances against 
stocks of wheat on western farms 
which can be delivered only in 
limited quantities owing to-con- 
gestion in country and terminal 
elevators.

WINNIPEG, Oct. 9.—(CP)—The 
North-West Line Elevators Asso- 
ciation, in a statement to the Do- 
minion government, today sug- 
gested that distillery plants be 
erected at = strategic points 
through the west to convert 
wheat surpluses into alcohols re- 
quired in the manufacture of syn- 
thetic rubber and high-test motor 
fuels for airplanes. 

(The government announced sevy- 
eral days ago that from Nov. 1 the 
output of all Canadian distilleries 
directed to the manufac- 
ture of commodities required in the 
production of synthetic rubber and 
chemical and explosive needs for 
the Allies.) 

The statement said the placing 
of plants at central points in the 
western wheat areas would to.-that 
release railway equipment 
and lake vessels for other than war 
uses instead of hauling such grain 
from the prairies to eastern Can- 
ada 

“In addition, the large cane sugar 
refineries located on the east and 
west coasts might be converted for 
use in manufacturing wheat into al- 
cohols for war purposes,” the state- 
ment said. 

Possibility of using the five large 
beet sugar factories in Manitoba, 
Alberta and Ontario for eight 
months of the year for utilizing sur- 
plus wheat, also should be studied, 
the statement added. Beet sugar 
factories can operate four months 
of the year in extracting sugar from

miles away in the front-line 
trenches.
